DANIEL PORTER FAMILY 

1. DANIEL 1 PORTER, was a physician in Farmington, Ct. from 
about 1650 to 1690, when he died there. As early as 1655, and 
for raanv- years thereafter, he was in the employ of the Connecti- 
cut Colony as a surgeon, receiving money and lands for his 
services. Where or when he was born, or whence he came to 
Farmington, I know not. Robert and Thomas Porter, ancestors 
of Porter lines were his contemporaries in Farmington, and 
possibly his relatives. The will or rather the deed of gift* 
by which his property went to his wife and children, dated 
August 15, 1688, probated April 9, 1690, is in the Hartford 
Probate Court. He left a wife, Mary, whose surname I have not 

yet found. She was, I think the mother of his seven children, 
vizi Daniel, Mary, Nehemiah, Richard, Ann, John, and Samuel. *

I give my 
daughter Anna my heifer with a Calf, also some other Cow, to be wintered 
and summered for her bv my sons lohn & Samuel Porter during the time 
of her smgle state; also a peice of Land, unless my sons see Cause to pay 
her the sum of f to. I ^ivc to my son Daniel Porter my Woodlott lying 
against Wcthersfield Bounds. Unto my sons Daniel and Richard Porter 
I give my Farme lying part in Wallingford, butting upon Farmington on 
the North, Co acres of it to Daniel Porter &.

To mv son Nehemiah Porter I give my 20 acres of Land in the Great 
Swamp also my Division of Land adjacent to the Great Swamp. I give to 
my son John Porter the Land which I bought of Thomas Richeson, both 
Swamp & Upland. I give to my daughter my Lands lycing in or t>y the 
Great Swamp which I received by an Exchange for other Lands with Jo- 
?eoh Woodford, all which parcels of Land aforementioned Iyeing within 
the Township of Farmington except the forementioncd Farme. To my 
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sons John & Samuel Porter I doe give my Dwelling house & Outhouses, 
Barn, Orchard & Homelott in Farmington, and also my Lands in Farm- 
ington Meadow, and all my Land at the Long Swamp, and all my Pasture 
Land lying in the Mill Swamp, also all my Land at the Great Pond; &: 
also I give unto my sons John & Samuel Porter all my Personal Estate 
except what was given before to my wife and my daughter Anna, as all 
my Cattle, Horses, Sheep & Swine, as also all my Tools & all the Imple- 
ments belonging to my teame and Husbandry, the forcmcnlioned John &

This long and involved liscs of Nehemiah Porter's personal 
property and real estate gives us some Insight into the life 
of our ancestor. The kinds of material things our ancestor 
had accumulated during his life. He inherited 20 acres of 
land from his father but in his inventory he had over 163 
acres of land which he left to his children and apparently 
had in addition given land to his sons Jonathan and John 
before his will was written. 

The people of those days did not have a lot of education 
as we would judge them by todays standards. They spelled 
words the way they sounded. Kettle was spelled cettel; 
coat was cote, bell became bel, etc. Nehemiah' s will was 
evidently written by someone else and he signed it with his 
mark. Possibly because he was too sick to write his name 
out and perhaps he did not know how to write his name. 
However we do find that his inventory listed six Bibles 
and divers Divinity Books so he must have been able to read. 
Note also the will is written in the old style spelling, viz, 
all words with an s in them is written as an f. Where two 
s's appear in the same word together the first s is always 
written as an f, thus the word necessary is always spelled 
necefsary. As a whole the material was well written. The 
worst and most illegible material was that written by Judge 
Joseph C. Tallcott of the Probate Court of Hartford. I 
have tried to give the exact spelling etc of the original 
records and I underscored words I was not sure of. 

I am including all the material I have available on 
Nehemiah Porter's children. Sonic I have a lot, others not 
much, but in order to make it easier to find the children 
I am going to give them all in a group and then follow this 
with information on each child. i*'ew of Nehemiah 's children 
appear in the Vital Records or Church Records of Farmington, 
but the following list with the dates are taken from 
Genealogical Dictio n ary of New England by Savage from a 
reprint with additions and" corrections published in 1969.

1777. lie was a member of First Congregational Church in 
Hartland and was adra. com. 11 Feb. 1776, and his death record 
is recorded here. 

According to the History of Hartland there were three 
men by the name of Por.ter who fought in the Revolutionary 
War from Hartland. These were found in the' ROSTER OF OLD

Mrs. Jack tells me "Three of my early 
Barnes" were born therei Thomas (1647), Ebenezer (1697) and 
Phineas (1744). For some reason the missing link, Maybee 
(1663) was born in New Haven. " 

The Middletown Church Records contain 298 Barnes entries 
and from these I have put together the ancestry of these two 
Barnes men who married Porter sisters.

There is a possibility that Electa was deceased by" 
7 June 1777 when her brother John died. His estate was 
divided into six shares. We know Elishama, Thomas, Abigail, 
Ruth and Rachel all got shares of John's estate, and if her 
sister Hannah who married Nathaniel Allen did not die 
until 1 Aug. 1782, she would have inherited the 6th. share. 

Thus I believe she must have been deceased by the time 
her brother, John, died in 1777 or at least by the time 
of the settlement of his estate and the division of his 
property.

Thomas 5 Porter married Phebe Leavit, both of Hartland 
31 August 1786. (West Hartland Cong. Ch. Rec.) Phebe's 
parentage is unknown but by tradition she was the only child 
and her parents both died about 1763 when she was about two 
or three years old. Whether Leavit was her real name or the 
name of the people who raised her is unknown. Also by 
tradition ■ Phebe was a Mayflower descendant according to 
Almira Porter Heme nw ay a grand-daughter. She probably is 
a descendant of William Leavitt, of Tittleworth, County of 
Essex, on the East Coast of England. He had four grandsons, 
who were all brothers, namely, John, Josiah, Thomas and William 
who all settled first in Dorchester, near Boston. The story 
has been handed down that they came on the Mayflower which 
had brought to- Plymouth the Pilgrim Fathers eight years 
earlier.

This is the last record we find of Thomas Porter in 
Hartland and probably at this time or shortly after Thomas 
took his family and started west to Ohio. 

Thomas left the Congregational Church and by tradition 
he was an itinerant pioneer Baptist preacher and exhorter 
in Ohio. Cne other branch of the family says he was a 
Methodist circuit rider, however I have been unable to find 
proof that either is correct. 

Thomas and Phebe had at least one son born in New York 
State 23 October 1795 according to 1850 Census of Ohio and 
famLly bible records. 

Thomas's widow Phebe, her daughter Betsey Scribner, 
a widow with a three year old daughter Polly; and Phebe' s 
two sons Aurora and Philo Thomas Porter all arrived in New 
London, Ohio in 1815 and made their home here for many 
years •
